"THE SHOE- 
MAKER'S WIFE" 


“Who is worse shod than 
the shoemaker's wife?" 
Thus ends an arresting 
article by Jean Phyllis 
Black in the ALA Bulletin, May, 1946, - 
deploring the lack of library service 
for librarians in the particular subject 
field of their own professional litera- 
ture. ; 


"Like any other group, librarians need 
to be enticed into keeping themselves 
effective. Since so many work cither 
in isolation or on smmal staffs, all 
the skill which is employed in the best 
librarics to attract readers to worth- 
while literature should bo used by the_ 
professional associations and publi- 
cations to stimulate professional read- 
ing by librarians. 

"yet, if the desire to enrich them- 
selves professionally were acute, how 
many librarians would have access to 
appropriate literature =- not the tools 
of that particular branch of our 
profession which one is at the moment 














practicing, but the full body of liter- 
ature from which understanding derives? 
There should be at least one comprehen- 
sive collection from which librarians 
of all kinds wherover located might 
borrow, not as a favor, but as a right, 
and under such conditions thet they 
might read in peace and comfortecses. 

"In short, librarians are failing to 
do for themselves what they so valiantly 
try to do for others; persuade them that 
conscious growth is possible and reward- 
ing, attract them to undertake the venturo, 
and have available the means for carrying 
it on." 


The Texas State Library is endeavoring 
to build the type of comprehensive loan 
collection Miss Black rightly fecls is 
so desirable. May there be no “shoemakers? 
wives” among Texas librarians!

SURPLUS WAR The Federal Security Agency, 
PROPERTY the designated agency respon- 
sible for the educational 
aspects of the Surplus Prop- 
erty Act, has announced the procedure for 
allocating surplus unit librarios to the 
States. Briefly, the provisions are; 


Unit libraries, of an informational 
or recreational nature and of a technical 
or spocinlized nature, may be obtaincd 
for cach Stato, primarily for rural aroas. 
Preforences will be given those whose 


services cover tho largest geographical 
area and roach the largest number of 
unserved or inadequately servod per- 
sons. 

A unit library consists of 0 collec- 
tion of books and relatod library equip- 
mont such as charging desks, catalog 
cards, book-mending matorials, library 
tables, bulletin boards, charging trays, 
book trucks, movable shelving, period- 
ical racks, and similar mtorials. 

The claimant should presont evidence 
that it is authorized by law to extend 
and improve community library servicos 
of a general nature within the area 
sorved or to be servod. The claimant 
should also present specific plans for 
the effective utilization of the unit 
librarics in the public intorest. 

Unit libraries will bo distributed 
at a “foir value" unit price which, 
after discount, will cover cost of 
care and handling by the disposal agency 
and will be on an “as is, where is" 
basis.

born in Bryan, Texas, September 16, 1889, 
the son of Robert S., Jre, and Rose (Adam) 
Gould. His grandfather, Judge Robort S. 
Gould, was a signer of the Toxas ordinanco 
of secession in 1861 and a battalion ¢om- 
mander in the Confederate Army. He served 
is & Judge“of tho Supreme Court of Texas 
and was one of the first law professors 
in the State University. 

In 1916 Mre Gould married Delia M. Stone. 
Their children are; Roberta, John, Jr., 
Thomas, Ben D., and Robert S. 

Since 1907 he has engaged in nowspapér 
work at Austin, Dallas, Waco, Oklahoma 
City, Amarillo, and Wichita Falls. 

On the fortieth anniversary of the 
beginning of his journalistic career, 
these recollections appeared in his colum 
"Furthermore and However"; 


“When I was in high school at Austin, 
I frequently journeyed on Friday after- 
noons to the nearby town of Round Rock 
with a classmate whose uncle published 
a weckly paper there. We would get out 
the week*s edition, about 300 copies, 
on an old G. Washington press, and any

of market demands." 

* Later, while working..as a‘ stenographer 
and general handy man in the advertis- 
ing office of the Austin Statesman, 

he became a full-fledged reporter by 
turning in a scoop on the tragicomic 
adventures of an Austin policeman pur- 
sued by a pre-Fourth of July pyrotochnic 
display. 

During World War I he attended the 
first Officers' Training Camp, Leon 
Springs, Texas, and was commissioned 
&s a socond and first licutonant, re- 
spectively, in tho Quartermastor Corps 
of the Army. He scrvod in the American 
Expeditionary Force and the Army of 
Occupation. 

He has been a member of the Texas 
Library and Historical Commission since 
Septembor 28, 1957, and was elected 
Chairman @ff August 26, 1944. 

Mr. Gould is widoly known for his 
felicity in phrasing. A certain 
membor of the Commission rogards his 
file of correspondence with Mr. Gould 
"as one of the real goms" in his 
possession. He romarks, "Tho thing that 
makes his letters so amusing is his turn 
of language."
